The Wilmington Board of 
Selectmen voted to name him to 
the post in a special meeting held 
following the annual town 
meeting, Saturday night. 

Stapezynski, who has served as 
assistant town manager since 
November 1978, will succeed 
Sterling Morris, who is expected 
to leave by the end of the month 

Since Morris announced his 
retirement earlier this year, 
Sta) nski has been mentioned 
as juccessor, but there was 
nothing offical until Saturday 
night. 

Stapezynski, 33, is a resident of 
Beverly, As town manager, he 


will be required to move to 
Wilmington. He does not plan, 
however, to take over Morris’ 
apartment at the Harnden Tavern 

Prior to coming to Wilmington, 
Stapezynski was a budget and 
management analyst for the 
Mass. Dept. of Menial Health. 

Stapezynski said on Tuesday 
that he does not plan to make any 
noticeable changes, noting that 
the town government runs very 
efficiently. He said that he was 
looking fotward to establishing a 
good relationship with the new 
superintendent of schools 

The School Committee has not 
yet chosen a successor to Supt. 
Dr. Walter Pierce, who is leaving 
to take a position in Sarasota, 
Flokida

Town meeting accepts ‘better budget’ 


Wilmington voters went along 
with school committee and 
selectmen's budget recom- 
mendations Saturday at the 
annual town meeting. The voters 
approved the School Committee's 
request for an additional net 
appropriation of $117,017 over the 
figure recommended by the 
Finance Committee. They also 
went along with the selectmen’s 
plan to save several jobs 

The voters kept the budget 
within the tax levy limit required 
by Prop 2%. The school budget 
increase was balanced by a 
reduction in the heating fuel 
account, and the budget changes 
recommended by the selectmen 
were balanced by reductions in 
the accounts for salary incrases 


and unemployment —com- 
pensation. 
The budget. deliberations 


climaxed shortly after 10 p.m. 
with a surplus of $99,640. That 
money had become available 
because the voters had not ap- 
proved a budget amendment 
recommended by the selectmen, 
representing the jobs of 10 
janitors. The $99,640 was even- 
tually voted for school janitors, 
but the figure was short of the 
$147,700 increase that the 
selectmen had requested. 

When Finance Committee 
Chairman Walter Kaminski 
announced that the budget had 
come under the limit by $99,640, 
there were several moves afoot 
for the money. The Finance 
Committee made a motion to add 
the money to the reserve fund. 
Anthony Marino made a motion to 
give the $99,640 to the school 
department. James Demos began 
to make a motion to restore three 
teachers, but withdrew. Town 
Manager Sterling Morris made a 
motion to amend the school 
maintenance account, to add the 
$99,640 to the $498,161 previously 
voted for janitors. John DeMarco 
offered a compromise, which

Water Supt. Paul Duggan said 
that the treatment plant is 
presently drawing water only 
from the two wellfields at Butters 
Row. The Chestnut Street 


would have given $49,800 to the 
school department and an equal 
amount to the janitors. 

After rejecting the fincom 
proposal to add the money to the 
reserve fund, the town meeting 
voted to apply it to the school 


maintenance account, for 
janitors. 

‘Tree Department 
The budget for the Tree 


Department became a comedy of 
errors, with Moderator John 
Callan finally having to ask the 
town meeting to suspend a rule to 
correct the problems. 

Town Manager Sterling Morris 
had been making motions to 
amend various budget line items, 
in accordance ‘with the select- 
men's “better budget." When 
Moderator Callan read the line 
item for Tree Department 
salaries, Morris did not speak up. 
Before Morris realized what was 
happening, the meeting had voted 
the $18,384 that the Finance 
Committee had recommended, 
which represented a loss of two 
jobs Morris was trying to save 

Tree Warden Tom Sullivan 
tried to explain his needs to the 
town meeting, saying that he 
could not operate his department 
with the money provided. The 
meeting proceeded to vote on line 
items for expenses, and then for 
Dutch Elm control, which is part 
of the Tree Department budget 

Anne Mahoney said that she 
was not concerned about the 
Dutch Elm control, but was only 
concerned about the Gypsy Moth 
caterpillars. Sullivan explained 
that the Dutch Elm and Gypsy 
Moth line items were components 
of the Tree Department budget 
which were required in the budget 
to meet state requirements. 

The town meeting voted to zero 
the Dutch Elm control account, 
making Sullivan's problem even 
worse. 

“I'm not going to be able to doa 
damn thing without men and 
money!" said Sullivan 

Because of a rule adopted at the 
beginning of the town meeting, 
line items could not be recon- 
sidered until the budget had been 
completed. The town meeting and 
the Tree Department had a 
problem. 

“What is the sense of the 
meeting?” asked Callan. “Does 
the meeting have any sense?” 

Somebody questioned the vote 
on the Dutch Elm account. A

wellfield remains shut down, and 
the Town Park wellfield is 
pumping directly into the system. 
Neither the Town Park nor the 
Chestnut Street wells have been 
converted to low-pressure pumps 
of the sort needed to supply water 
to the treatment plant. When a 
well pumps directly into the 
water system, a high pressure 
pump is used, 

The Chestnut Street wellfield 
was closed in 1978 after the 
chemical TCE 


standing vote was taken, and the 
$13,461 appropriation passed. 

Callan then asked for a motion 
to suspend the rule on not 
reconsidering line items, and the 
‘Tree Warden account came up for 
reconsideration. The account was 
amended to $31,664. 

The Gypsy Moth control ac- 
count was amended from $9615 to 
$17,915, and voted. 

“There, do you need anything 
else?" Callan asked Sullivan. 


Library vote 

The budget for the public 
library and been yo-yoing for 
several months before the town 
meeting. As presented to the town 
meeting it was a single line, with 
no break down. Such has been the 
school committee presentation 
for years, but Madelyn McKie 
thought the items should be listed. 
She made an effort several times 
during the meeting to amend the 
sums, listing salary for director, 
expenses, etc. 

There could have been more to 
the issue than a question of 
bookkeeping. There is a new 
library board, but with one 
member of the former board, 
Shirley Callan. Mrs. McKie and 
Mrs. Callan sat near each other, 
in the town meeting. 

Madelyn’s motion finally was 
voted on after 10 p.m, Dick Barry, 
the new chairman, told the 
meeting he wanted a one line 
budget because the board would 
have problems, this year, with a 
smaller budget. If there were to 
be line items next year he would 
not object. So the town, resoun- 
dingly, sustained Mr. Barry. 

But the real story of the library 
budget debate concerns the vote 
on an amending motion by the 
town manager. 

The proposed budget was 
$137,195. Sterling Morris offered 
an amendment to bring the 
budget up to $165,195. It was the 
subject of a standing vote and 
won, 149 to 148, Among those who 
did not vote, for whatever reason, 
was Shirley Callan. 


oa 
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(trichloroethelyne) was found in 
water from the well. The 
Wilmington water treatment 
plant is the first in the nation to 
successfully remove TCE from 
well water. 

One of the wellfields at Butters 
Row and the Town Park wellfield 
had been producing water with 
high levels of iron and 
manganese. The treatment plant 
was designed to remove those 
materials as well as TCE. 


George Boylen, now of the 
Board of Trustees of Wilmington 
Memorial Library, but a former. 
selectman, before the debate 
began last Saturday spoke up to 
say that the town meeting could 
save a lot of time, by voting the 
bottom line of the Finance 
Committee report. His point was. 
that many of the figures about 
which the voters were prepared to. 
argue were to be changed, later, 
if the predictions of Rep. Miceli 
on $300,000 coming from the 
legislature proved to be true. 

No one seemed to feel that was 
a good idea, but it had its points. A 
lot of time would have been 
saved. On the other hand marty 
who argued, in that town meeting 
enjoyed the experience, and if 
Boyien’s point had been sustained 
he might be termed, for want of a 
better word, a spoilsport. 

The Moderator, Atty, Callan, 
made another observation on the 
subject of debate. 

Two hours after the town 
meeting had started, and with 
only the school budget having 
been discussed, Callan observed 
that ‘In spite of all the rhetoric 
that has gone on this afternoon, I 
don’t think that three votes have 
been changed. 

He might have been right. 

Non voters 

The town meeting of June 13 
had a large block of non-voters, 
about 40 in number. Moderator 
Callan found it necessary, on two 
occasions, to€varn them that they 
were only ‘“guests'’ and should 
not participate in any way, 
speaking, standing to vote, or 
wandering about the meeting. 

It was probably the largest 
group of non-voters ever to be 
present in a town meeting. 

Two people reported to the 
Town Crier that non-voters were 
voting in the town meeting. One 
person said he was sitting near 
the non-voters section, and could 
clearly hear them voting on voice 
votes. He also said that non- 
voters were seen removing the 
non-voter label in the hallway.

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Project Enterprise students visit State House 


Junior high students par- 
ticipating in Project Enterprise, 
Wilmington's program for gifted 
and talented youngsters, recently 
enjoyed the opportunity of 
meeting and interviewing several 
state officials. To prepare them 
for their visit, State Rep. James 
Miceli spent a class period with 
the boys and girls. Robert 
Capozzi, a cable television 
newscaster and freelance jour- 
nalist for the Herald and Globe, 
spent considerable time with the 
class working with them on a 
mini-course in journalism and 
interviewing techniques. 

The following article, written 
by David Hamilton, Ellen 
Grinder, Michelle Bearse, 
Matthew Lyman, Dawn Boren- 
stein, and Patricia Savosik, tells 
about their recent trip to the State 
House. 

‘The air was charged with ex- 
citement as we walked toward the 
‘State House. A crowd of people 
milled around the stairs leading 
to the capitol. At first, we thought 
‘they were demonstrators, but as 
‘we got closer we realized they 
were participating in a commuter 
marathon. In the crowd were 
familiar television news _per- 
sonalities as well as Kevin White. 

As we entered the State House, 
we were graciously received by 
Mr. Dick Wilson, an aide to State 
Rep. Jim Miceli, We were 
‘escorted to the fifth floor, where 
we viewed a videotape of Tom 
Berg, a State Rep from Min- 
nesota, in order to learn a little 
‘about Rep. Miceli’s daily routine. 
When the movie was over we 
proceded to Gardner Auditorium 
where we would conduct our 
press conference with several 
state officials. 

The auditorium is a_ large, 
impressive hall. Rep. Miceli 
explained that the auditorium is 
frequenty used for debate in 
important and controversial 
issues, such as the El Salvador 
situation. Before our first in- 
terview, Mr, Miceli “warmed us 
ap" by speaking on the legislative 
process. 

Our first interview was with 
Assistant Secretary of Consumer 


Affairs, Richard Pierce. From 
him we learned that the 
Executive Office of Consumer 
Affairs supports nine branches: 
the Division of Banks, the 
Division of Insurance, Depart- 
ment of Public Utilities, Division 
of Registration, Division of 
Standards, Alcoholic Beverages 
Control Commission, Community 
Antenna Television Commission, 
Massachusetts State Racing 
Commission, and the 
Massachusetts Consumers’ 
Council. Mr. Pierce flattered us 
when he commented that we 
asked better questions than the 
press! 

We were most impressed by 
Peter McCarthy, assistant 
commissioner of the newly for- 
med department of Social Ser- 
vices. Mr. McCarthy spoke about 
his line of work and how it in- 
volves helping people - or as he 
put it, “We handle most people 
who can’t defend themselves." 
Mr. McCarthy's speech focused in 
on child abuse. He stated that 
many more people are now 
reporting incidents of child abuse. 
It is now required by law that 
teachers and guidance counselors, 
report to the authorities any child 
showing signs of such abuse. Once 
reported, it is up to his depart- 
ment to check it out. If it is 
discovered that a child is being 
abused, he or she will be taken out 
of the home and placed in a foster 
home. There are two main goals 
that the Department of Social 
Services tries to attain: 

1) To save a child’s life, and 2) 
to regulate the child's stability. 
We learned that abuse extends 
beyond that which is inflicted 
upon children. More and more 
incidents of women being beaten 
by their husbands are being 
reported. This type of abuse is 
harder to see than most would 
believe. In fact,Mr. McCarthy 
said, “Battered wife syndrome is 
an iceberg.” By this statement he 
meant that like an iceberg, most 
of what is actually there cannot 
be seen. A few yars ago people 
discovered that abuse has been. 
carried to an extend of children 
abusing elderly parents who were

' I'd like to offer this letter of 
congratulations to the Town of 
Wilmington. Most of the credit is 
well deserved by our town 
manager, selectmen and our 
finance committee, 

Ladies and gentlemen you are 
much smarter than you look. A 
standing ovation is in order; you 
pulled it off and I didn’t even 
suspect what was happening until 
the next morning. (Which shows 
I'm much dumber than I look.) 

I went to town meeting all fired 
up and scared. Hoping and 
begging to hold my children's 
share of the burden from Prop 24% 
to 83 percent of the load. The town 
had proposed that education 
absorb 90 percent of that burden. 

When I look over my wrinkled, 
marked up copy of the warrant 
articles, I see that we have 
succeeded in allowing the 
children to absorb 100 percent of 
all the budget cuts afforded by 
Prop 2%. Even the prospective 
state aid has been spoken for. 

I look around at the beautiful 
faces of the children in this town 
and wonder what they have done 
to deserve the resentment against 
them, 

We have endangered their fuel 
and water supply. We have 
polluted their air. Now we are 
limiting their education, the only

The last 10 minutes of town 
meeting left me with a burning in 
my chest that could not be 
touched by a case of Rolaids. 

Ninety-nine thousand dollars 
was left to distribute; the motions 
were: 

1) Save it until the State Aid . 
comes in. - 

2) Give it to the maintenance 
department to save seven jobs 
(why, when five school buildings 
are closing...) 

3) Give it to the school depart- 
ment 

4) Split it between the main- 
tenance and the schools. 

The choice was number two. I 
am sure we will now have the 
most sparkling town buildings in 
the state. After all, cleanliness is 
next to Godliness. 

Then, as the meeting was 
rushing to a close, a cry came 
from a quick minded, eagle eyed 
mother. ‘I make a motion to take 
$59,000 that will no longer be 
needed for unemployment (since 
no one was laid off outside the 
schools) and give it to the 
schools." 

This token would have done the 
job that the Rolaids could not do. 
It would have signified that at 
least the townspeople cared about 
the children. It may have given a 


living with them. Again, Mr. 
McCarthy said this is an iceberg 
andnot too much is known about 
it. 

Mr. McCarthy wishes that 
people with ‘“‘a conscience and 
social awareness” would actually 
come forth and report such in- 
cidents to the proper authorities. 
He would like members of his 
department to travel throughout 


the various schools in the Com-. 


monwealth to talk about child 
abuse to students so that they will 
understand the proper channels 
to go through. When Mr. Mc- 
Carthy was asked how he handled 
the frustrations of such a 
demanding job, he said that his 
job was “like being a lifeguard” 
and that a “thank you is adequate 
reward.” 

In light of Proposition 2%, it 
wasn't surprising that a great 
majority of the questions asked 
by our group was directed toward 
State Treasurer Robert Crane. 
The main purpose of his job is to 
“see that money is invested 
wisely.” In the past year the 
treasury made $92,000,000 
through sound investments. 

It is Mr. Crane’s office that is 
responsible for the state lottery, a 
money game that many of our 
parents participate in. It is 
tersting to note that the lottery 
made a profit of $70,000,000 -last 
year; all of which goes back to the 
cities and towns. 

State Auditor Finnegan was 
recently elected to that position 
by a Constitutional Convention 
because former auditor Buczko 
was appointed to the bench. Mr 
Finnegan told us that the bottom 
line of his job is to see that 
“tnoney is spent properly and 
that business be conducted as 
efficiently as possible."’ His 
responsibility is to check the 
books after the money is spent 
and to determine “if the money 
was spent the way it was ap- 
propriated to be spent.” His office 
conducts over 500 audits a year. 

William Hogan, commissioner 
of welfare, was the last official to 
address our group. His depart- 
ment is responsible for one of the 
largest budgets in the state - just 


» 


under two billion dollars! He 
explained to us the of 
welfare and how “‘it is not. in- 
tended to ge a long range 
program.” primary purpose 
of welfare “‘is to provide the basic 
necessities of life to those who 
can't get them.” Mr. Hogan said 
that when an agency hands out 
money, “there is always a 
possibility of people not telling the 
truth.” He said that because there 
are “questions of fraud, waste, 
and abuse, programs have been 
set up to monitor this.” He further 
said that very few people commit 
fraud. Because of inflation and 
budget cuts, there is less money 
to go around, Mr. Hogan's 
suggestions to combat this are to 
“improve management, increase 
revenue, make sure adults are 
supporting their dependents, and 
cut waste.” Mr. Hogan told us 
that after he left us, he was going 
to the Governor's press con- 
ference, in which Governor King 
would-be-announcing cuts in the 
welfare budget and social ser- 
vices. The next day we fead in the 
newspaper that King, by cutting 
those budgets, would be able to 
return $50,000,000 to cities and 
towns. 

After a short lunch break we 
returned to the State Hoyse, as 
Rep. Miceli had arranged a 

uided tour for us. We saw such 
attractons as the Hall of Flags, a 
model of the State House, pain- 
tings, frescoes, and statues and 
busts. One of the best parts of the 
tour was visiting the House or 
Representatives and the Senate. 

Even though the House was in 
session, we were able to view the 
proceedings from a balcony 
However, we were able to walk 
through the Senate because it was 
empty. The elegant room that 
houses the Senate is directly 
under the dome. The expression 
“T have to get through a lot of red 
tape” comes from the Senate 
because they keep bills they are 
working on tied in a red ribbon. 

After our tour we proceded to a 
conference room where Rep. 
Miceli gave us a packet of han- 
douts and wished us a good ride 
back to school.

Dear Larz: 

The town meeting is now 
history and when I look back on 
my experience Saturday I have to 
shudder in amazement. 
Amazement that the people could 
vote as myopically as they did. 
The town meeting determined 
that it is more important that 
trash baskets be emptied than it 
is for the students who fill those 
classrooms to be given every 
opportunity to grow and reach 
their potential. 

The town was given a last 
minute opportunity to provide 
additional money for the school 
committee - almost $100,000. The 
meeting instead decided to rehire 
the custodians who would have 
been laid off in July because of 
school closings and cutbacks. 
Because we will now not have to 
pay $55,000 into the unem- 
ployment compensation fund an 
attempt was made to have this 
sum (55k) transferred to the 
school committee. This sum 
would allow the retention of three 
to four teachers. The town 


“Fmeeting instead voted to keep 


$55,000 in a fund, that will not be 
needed or used. The money will 
not benefit anybody, certainly not 
the school children. 

The actions of the finance 
committee are analogous to a 
young child in a candy shop with 
no money. All the child can do is 
look. Suddenly the child is given a 
blank check and becomes glut- 
tonous. The fiscal autonomy of 
the school committee put its 
budget like the candy beyond 
reach. Proposition 2\2 provided 
the fincom a blank check. Rather 
than use some discrimination the 
finance committee became 
gluttonous and chewed up the 
school department budget to the 
point of indigestion. This malady 
will be suffered by the students of 
Wilmington - not the finance 
committee. 

This letter is not a knock on the 
work of custodians - any honest 
labor has merit. I do have to 
question the priorities voted 
Saturday night. What message 
has been given to anyone in- 
terested in education and the 
future of Wilmington. So often we 
hear the phrase “‘children are the 
hope for the future. Townspeople 
are apparently more concerned 
for clean floors than the future.

A meeting divided 
and a hope for change 


The reductions brought about 
because of Proposition 2% have 
deepened a rivalry that has 
existed within the town structure 
for some years. The rivalry shows 
up in budget deliberations. Who 
will prevail - those on the town 
side or those on the school side of 
the budget? 

This year, the game had a 
different set of rules. In addition 
to mandating a reduction in 
taxes, Proposition 2% ended a 
rule known as fiscal autonomy for 
the school committee. Yet Even 
without fiscal autonomy, though, 
the School Committee at the town 
meeting was able to win an in- 
crease of $117,017 above the figure 
recommended by the Finance 
Committee. With the mood of the 
meeting, it well might have been 
possible for the School Committee 
to request and receive an even 
larger increase. Later attempts 
to award money to the School 
Committee were brought forward 
as money became available on 
the floor, rather than as a specific 
increase for a particular area of 
the school budget. The later at- 
tempts were not from the school 
committee, but from various 
people on the floor. 

Nonetheless, even with the 
added $117,017 the schools are 
taking a hefty cut. Nearly all of 
the jobs that are being cut are in 
the school department, giving 
rise to some understandably 
intense feelings. 

The final few minutes of the 
budget deliberations resulted in 
bitter feelings on both sides. 

The town meeting followed 
most of the “better budget" 
recommendations of the Board of 
Selectmen. The accounts for 
salary adjustments and unem- 
ployment compensation were 
both greatly reduced, with the 
money going to save jobs. The 
selectmen were gambling, bet- 
ting the salary increases on 
possibly receiving some state 
funds 

The salary increases and 
unemployment funds were from 
the town side of the budget. 
Similar items are built inté ‘thé 
school budget for school per- 
sonnel, 

Most of the budget restorations 
called for by the selectmen went 
through. The one exception was in 
the school maintenance budget. 
The irony here is that the budget 
is under the control of the town 
manager, yet the work carried 
out is in support of the 
educational system. 

The Finance Committee had 
recommended eliminating 16 
janitors’ positions. With five 
buildings being closed, some 
reductions were certainly in line. 
Under their “better budget" the 
selectmen sought to add $147,700 
to the account for janitors’ 
salaries. 

‘The town meeting voted 168 to 
138 not to increase the account. 
The voters approved the fincom 
figure of $498,161 

The effect of the voters 
reducing the salary adjustments

Earle Camber, “Chic" 
McInnis, and Michelle Sherman, 
all of Wilmington, were among 
the 200 volunteers to be honored 


and the unemployment com- 
pensation, while rejecting 
restoration of the janitors’ jobs 
was to create a-surplus. Some of 
this was eaten away when the 
town meeting approved $3000 for 
Memorial Day and Veterans’ Day 
observances, and $1500 to sub- 
sidize the veterans’ quarters. 

As the town meeting completed 
its budget deliberations, the 
finance committee announced 
that the budget was under the tax 
levy limit by $99,640. 

A contest ensued for this 
$99,640, Finance Committee 
Chairman Walter Kaminski 
recommended that the money go 
into the reserve fund, where the 
fincom could decide later what to 
do with it. The town manager 
recommended that it go to the 
school janitors. Anthony Marino 
made a motion that it go to the 
School Department. Jim Demos 
began to make a motion to restore 
three teachers’ jobs, but with- 
drew in favor of Marino's motion, 
After a few minutes of hot debate, 
John Demarco made a motion for 
the money to be split between the 
janitors account and the School 
Department. 

Moderator John Callan brought 
up the motions in the order in 
which they had been made. The 
first one was the reserve fund, 
which the voters rejected. 

‘The second proposal was for the 
janitors’ account. The motion to 
reconsider the account won, 174 to 
153. The amendment to the ac- 
count won on a voice vote, with 
the final appropriation to the 
janitors’ account being $597,810. 

The other motions never came 
up, since the money was ap- 
propriated 

The entire exercise left bitter 
feelings on both sides. Some 
people were upset that the town 
meeting would spend the money 
for janitors before teachers. 
Other people were upset that 
people would try to divert to the 
school budget the money that had 
been available only because town 
employees’ raises had been 


bled. - 
Fite Sdbéol! Gommittee and the 


school administration were silent 
during the debate of the question 
of who should get the $99,640. The 
money had not been requested by 
the school committee. In spite of 
the heavy cuts that the school 
department was taking, the 
$99,640 did not represent anything 
specific in the school budget. 

‘The controvesy points to the 
changes that have taken place in 
Wilmington's budget-making 
process. This year, there were 
different rules, some different 
people, and a different mood in 
the town meeting. 

Buzz Stapezynski, who will be 
Wilmington’s new town manager, 
said Tuesday that he will work to 
build better relations between his 
office and that of the new 
superintendent of schools. He said 
that instead of “us and them" 
relationship, he wants to think in 
terms of “we.”

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Tewksbury accepts amended solid waste article 


by Debbi Michals 

Dealing with the problem of 
solid waste disposal has been a 
critical issue for many towns in 
recent years. Tewksbury voters 
got a chance to address the 
problem in the first article drawn 
during town meeting Monday 
night. The voters accepted an 
article which will allow the 
selectmen to sign a contract with 
a waste disposal firm of their 
choice. 

To combat the problem of solid 
waste disposal, a group of 
communities under the guidance 
of the North East Solid Waste 
Committee (NESWC) proposes to 
build a solid waste disposal plant. 
This plant is to be owned and 
operated by Massachusetts 
Refustech Inc. (MRI), a wholly- 
owned subsidiary of the UOP 
Corporation, This program is 
designed to take in waste, extract 
metals, and produce energy 
which the New England Power 
Company has promised to buy. In 
turn, the towns will pay a tipping 
and transportation fee, but will 
receive 50 percent of the profits 
from the resale of the extracted 
metals and 89.5 percent of the 
money made from selling the 
energy. 

Five towns have already signed 
a contract with UOP, said Mary 
Miley of the Bureau of Solid 
Waste, These communities in- 
clude Andover, North Andover, 
Carlisle, Acton and Wilmington, 
Several others have been 
authorized to sign the NESWC 
proposal. 

Monday night Tewksbury 
Selectman Bill Hallisey moved to 
amend the drticle which would 
permit, the selectmen to sign a 
contract only with NESWC. The 
amendment passed the town floor 
and will allow the selectmen to 
consider all the companies 
available and choose the one that 
they feel to be in the best interest 


of the town. ‘I’m not convinced at 
this time that they are best for the 
town,” Hallisey said. 

“The biggest problem with 
NESWC is tonnage. They have a 
torinage requirement to make and 
have for three or four years. They 
keep getting an extension, but 
they never make the tonnage.” 
Hailisey said. 

The article passed as amended, 
so the selectmen will be able to 
consider all their options before 
entering into a solid waste 
disposal agreement. Commenting 
after the vote, Hallisey 
remarked, “Big cities like 
Haverhill are not signing with 
them and this bothers me." He 
added, “I don’t want to get the 
town of Tewksbury locked into a 
contract with them and then in 
three or four years find that we’re 
still waiting for the tonnage.” 

The tonnage requirement is 900 
tons per day. This total is to be 
divided between all the par- 
ticipating communities and Miley 
said that each town is allowed to 
determine its own limit. 

Miley said that NESWC first 
came together about six years 
ago and began to form a proposal 
for a solid waste disposal plant. 
Regarding Hallisey’s remarks 
about NESWC trying to meet the 
tonnage requirement for three or 
four years, Miley said, “I don’t 
know anything about that.” She 
added, ‘It looks as though what 
was waiting was the contract 
between UOP and the New 
England Power Company.” Once 
that was in order, the original 
contract was updated and sent to 
the individual communities to be 
signed. ‘Prior to this year there 
wasn't anything to sign because 
the vendor NEWSC had choosen 
had not signed with the New 
England Power Company. That 
(contract) was signed on January 
31."

Ed Flanagan, chairman of the 
Tewksbury Solid Waste Com- 
mittee, went along with the 
selectmen’s proposal to sign a 
solid waste agreement, though 
not necessarily with NESWC. He 
said, however, that he believes 
the NESWC plan is the best plan. 
Flanagan says he compared the 
NESWC proposal to those offered 
by other companies. “The 
technology is not nearly as well 
developed or reliable - the mass- 
burning technology of the NESWC 
plan.” He added, “They have a 
much higher rate of success than 
the refuse-derived fuel concept.” 

In reference to Hallisey's 
doubts about NESWC Flanagan 
said that originally there was a 
problem with their proposal. He 
explained that they had set the 
tonnage requirement at 3000 tons 
a day. To accomplish this there 
would have to be a minimum of 52 
communities involved from areas 
that are a good distance away. Of 
course, he said, as you get farther 


and farther away the tran- 
sportation costs are harder and 
harder to meet. Then NESWC 
was able to obtain a better 
financing plan under the North 
Andover Industrial Development 
Financing Authority. This new 
method of payment put less 
financial pressure on them, so 
they were able to propose a plant 
with tonnage requirement of only 
1500 tons per day; 900 tons to be 
divided between the participating 
communities and the rest to come 
from commercial waste. This 
removed the original snags from 
the proposal. 

In regard to one of the other 
firms that the selectmen are 
considering, Flanagan said, ‘‘The 
thing about Ricci is that the 
consultant, Raytheon, backed 
out.”’ He continued, “Now he says 
he’s going to get someone else, 
but I don't know...All_ this 
technology is relative high-risk 
and a degree of expertise for 
operating and maintaining this 


plan” is required. 

“There is no dafiger‘in signing 
with NESWC because what the 
contract says is that if they don't 
have the tonnage signed up by 
December 30 of this year, the 
whole contract is null and void.” 

Flanagan and Council On Aging 
Chairman Paul McAskill seemed 
to agree on one thing during their 
discussion at town meeting.

One of the things we talked about was a 
book he wanted to write, which would 
have been his second, on his life since 
1959, He'd lost both hands on D-Day, come 
hone to rehabilitation at Walter Reed 
Medical Center, and two Oscars in 
William Wyler’s "The Beat Years of Our 
Lives,” all of which were covered in his 
first book, Victory In My Hands. 

Harold wanted to do a follow-up book 
detailing his involvement with the 
veterans’ movement (as the only two-time 
National Commander of AMVETS he 
became the symbol of leadership for 
returning WW Il G.I.'s), his relationship 
with billionaire sportsman Alfred Gwynne 
Vanderbilt and the World Veterans 
Federation, and his chairmanship of the 
President's Committee on Employment of 
the Handicapped, on which he has served 
under every President since Harry 
Truman. I made an offhanded remark 
that I had always wanted to write a book, 
(I told him about this column, which I'd 
just begun) and he said when he got 
around to starting his book he might call 
me for some help. I didn't realize it at the 
time, but that encounter was to change 
the course of my areer 

Six months later, as went the old format 
at the radio station, so went my talk show, 
Larry Glick and Jerry Williams weren't 
looking for successors, but it just so 
happened that Harold Russell did need a 
writer 

Harold phoned me one afternoon, and 
said, “Remember that discussion we had 
about my book? Well, the job's yours, if 
you want it" 

“You don’t even know if I cam do it,” I 
said. “I don’t even know if I can do it!” 

He said, “I've been following you, and I 
think it’s worth a shot.” 

I was flattered and jumped at the 
chance, without thinking of what my 
naivete in the field could get me into (a 
writer-friend of mine who worked as a 
magazine editor and a music critic for one 
of the Boston papers later told me that I 
had no right at the time to think I could 
write a book, although he admired me for 
recognizing a great opportunity; I told 
him you never know what you're capable 
of until you try). I viewed the offer as the 
best challenge I'd even been given. It 
would certainly be a learning experience 

I‘found a little corner in ari office in a 
highrise building in West Woburn, which 
was where Harold headquartered his 
consulting firm éor the handicapped at the 
time, and when I wasn't writing my 
column, I was digging into the beginning 
of what was to become a year and a half 
of research, which included hours of tape 
recorded interviews with Harold, his 
friends, his associates, and the people 
whom ‘he dealt with in Hollywood, in 
Washington, D.C., and around the world. 
and seemingly unending sifting through 
piles of papers, and some travelling 

There were & couple of major problems 
that I encountered immediately: Harold 
had kept no memoirs to speak of since 
1950 and his memory was not that good 


So had to rely heavily on other people to 
substantiate facts, and that's where the 
next difficulty arose: many of those 
people were either dead or unwilling to 
speak. The task of piecing together 
Harold's life story wasn't going to be as 
simple as I thought. Harold didn't make 
what he did say easy, either, because he 
had this thing about never saying 
anything bad about somebody. But, alas, I 
somehow managed to come up with a first 
draft about two years later (remember, I 
was working on the manuscript part 
time). 

Harold liked the script, but he had one 
request: would I show it to Stan Allen, 
who was Harold's best friend and who 
appeared in the book and to whom Harold 
had promised to show the book when the 
first draft was finished. 1 didn’t think 
anything of it, so T agreed. I had met and 
interviewed Allen, who was once the 
director of public relations for AMVETS 
and a writer himself, and he seemed a 
pretty nice guy. 

That was the beginning of round two of 
trouble. Allen apparently thought Harold 
was too willing to discuss the CIA's in 
volvement in the World Veterans 
Federation, and he felt that this would be 
embarrassing to Harold in the long run 
An ultimatum came back: cut the in- 
formation about the CIA, or run the risk of 
having the book killed. Since 1am undble 
to tell you the details of how this 
depressing news got to me, I'll simply say

Every Fourth of July, children ask the 
same old questions, and parents grapple 
for some new answers and reasons why 
fireworks are off limits to youngsters.

It was May, 1976, in a New Jersey high 
school. A prankster had tossed an illegal 
fireworks device into a glass cabinet in a 
corridor. Seconds later, two teenage girls 
passed within three feet of the cabinet, as 
the device exploded. One girl died when 
glass cut her jugular vein 

Having fun was the reason two boys 
gave for setting off a firecracker in a tree 
stump in Walnut Creek, Calif., in June. 
1979. When firemen finally put their hoses 
away, two persons were hospitalized and 
three homes gutted; damage was put at 
$330,000. 

In the aftermath of new year's 
celebrations in January, 1980, some 
children on the island of Kauai, Hawaii 
gathered pieces of firecrackers and put 
them in a small glass bottle. One lighted 
the powder. A three-year-old girl died and 
six companions were hospitalized for 
injuries from the explosion, 

Bystanders are often innocent victims 
of explosions. Last July 4, an 18-year-old 
Bremen, Indiana, man died from a 
fireworks accident ...a four-year-old East 

St. Louis, Ul, boy was killed when a 
roman candle misfired in a home 
fireworks’ celebration..and on the 
preceding day, a Montana man died when 
‘a mortar shell exploded. 

Many thousands of fireworks’ displays 
on Independence Day are uneventful 
except for the festive holiday spirit that 
results from:“'the bombs bursting in air.” 


Cities, towns and villages across the 
nation stage the displays because 
residents are less inclined to set off their 
own fireworks after having their fill of the 
public celebration, 

In spite of this, untold Americans risk 
life and limb every year in an effort to 
create their own explosive devices. On

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that I went along with the decision for 
Harold's sake, even though I protested 
vehemently. 

After @ couple more rewrites, which we 
felt would satisfy everybody concerned, 
Harold and I decided the book was ready 
to be showed to a publisher. For good 
measure, we showed the book to my 
aforementioned editor-friend first. He 
thought the script could use some polish. 
Harold and I agreed to let him lend his 
editorial expertise to our book. That may 
have been a mistake, too, because when 
the script finally went to a publisher 
(Random House), they wrote back and 
said how much they loved the book but the 
second half needed some livening up. The 
second half was where my editor-friend 
had done most of his polishing. I was 
beginning to wonder if 1 wouldn't have 
been better off without all that polish 

The second publisher (Simon and 
Schuster) also loved the book. They 
bandied it for about three months before 
finally rejecting it. They told us we were 
in the running as one of the final books to 
fill out their spring list, but we ultimately 
lost out to a book on cats, I think. All 
wasn't in vain, though: they suggested a 
publisher whom they thought might be 
better suited for us. His name was Paul 

Eriksson, in New York (he's since moved 
to Vermont). So off went the script to 
Eriksson, who read it and finally agreed 
to publish it. Keeping my chin up had paid 
off, 


Then a whole new series of headaches 
cropped up. First, the script containing all 
the final rewrites requested by Eriksson, 
the original copy of our contract (pages 
and pages!), and some one-of-a-kind 
photographs of Harold were lost in the 
miail and never found. That meant a delay 
in publication while 1 prepared another 
copy. Luckily, the changes I'd made were 
fresh on my mind. This time I sent the 
script to Paul on a Greyhound bus 
(they're a hell of a lot more reliable than 
the post. office). Six weeks later, with the 
galleys approved, we were ready to go to 
the printer. We'd decided to title the book 
The Best Years of My Life. 

Just when we thought we could sit back 
and rest comfortably with the knowledge 
that nothing could stop us now, the biggest 
bomb of all was dropped Stan Allen 
called and wanted to check the final 
script. My publisher was furious! (He 
said the book had a whammy on it from 
the beginning, and if he had it to do over 
again, he probably wouldn't have agreed 
to publish it, mainly because he didn’t like 
publishing books for the CIA.) Reluc 
tantly, publication was stopped and the 
galleys were sent to Stan for approval, 
That meant another month's delay. 

Stan wanted a few more minor changes 
(no reference to the State Department, 
either), They were done, and finally the

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Build on the 
cornerstones of health 


This week's choice 


There are five cornerstones to good 
health for women and they are entirely in 
the hands of the individual woman, Nina 
E, Scarito, M.D., told over 80 persons at 
Lawrence General Hospital, Lawrence. 

‘The cornerstones are: ‘nutrition and 
diet; exercise — including mental and 
emotional exercise; prevention; 
avoidance of health hazards; rest, 
relaxation and recreation. 

Nutrition is very, very important. We 
tend to develop chronic habits of eating 
things we like over and over again 
whether they are good for us or not. We 
overindulge in sugar, fat and salt. At the 
same time we don't notice the gradual 
weight gain, Dr. Scarito, an obstetrician 
and gynecologist, said. Read labels of 
prepared foods. “They put sugar in things 
that you wouldn't expect." 

Physical exercise toughens the heart 
and improves circulation, she em- 
phasized. At the same time mental 
exercise is also important — stretching 
the mind, And we shouldn't run away 
from emotional situations. Living at a 
nice level emotional plateau is boring. 
And dont! protect children from all 
emotional crises, she urged, “Emotional 
crises round out our character." 

Have regular check-ups including a 
Pap. test, blood pressure test and breast 
examination, she said, But examine your 
breasts yourself at home between visits 
“1 don't understand why women don’t 
examine their own breasts, They're easy 
to reach — in fact, we have to touch them 
every day when we're dressing, she said. 

How frequently one has a Pap test 
depends on age and the results of the last 
Pap smear, Dr. Scarito said. Teenagers 
actively involved with sexual encounters, 


all women on oral contraceptives, or 
‘women going through menopause should 
be examined yearly. Women who have 
had three consecutive normal Pap tests 
need only go every 1% years, she feels, 
and women past menopause should go 
every two years. 

“But listen to what your body is telling 
you. If you start to have vaginal bleeds at 
60 or spotting after intercourse or while on 
birth control pills, see a doctor,” she 
urged. 

It is all right for a teenager to have a 
pelvic exam. It will not remove her 
virginity or damage her in any way as 
long as small instruments are gently 
used, Dr. Scarito said. 

Everyone should avoid things that have 
been proven to be hazardous to health 
such as smoking, excessive amounts of 
alcoholic beverages, excessive sugar or 
sodium (salt) consumption, caffeine, 
accidents and tension, she said. This is, 
obviously, even more important if a 
woman is pregnant as these will also 
affect the unborn child. 

‘The three Rs (rest, relaxation and 
recreation) are things that tend to be 
ignored, Dr. Scarito pointed out, We push 
our bodies beyond being tired and then 
end up with “all sorts of symptoms.” 
Society tends to look with disapproval at 
sitting down and doing nothing, “but 
sometimes that is what the body and mind 
need.” 

What is relaxing for one person won't be 
for another. For one person, exercise is 

relaxing, another person requires a more 
sedentary activity to relax, she said. But 
people should know how they relax — and 
do it. Recreation, a change of pace and 
activity, is also essential for good health.

Quaalude alert 


On the heels of a National Institute on 
Drug Abuse announcement that there is 
an increase in the abuse of methaqualone, 
@ nonbarbiturate sedative-hypnotic drug 
commonly known by the tradename 
Quaalude and used to treat insomnia, 
Boston's Third Nail Drug Abuse 
Prevention Program is warning drug 
users of the dangers of counterfeit 
Quaaludes. 

“As the abuse of legally prescribed 
Quaaludes increases in popularity both in 
cities and outlying areas we find the 
production of illegally produced tablets 
also on the rise,” says William J. McCue, 
executive director of The Third Nail, Inc. 
“The counterfeiters are even scoring the 
tablets with manufacturers trademarks. 
‘The use of Quaaludes is’ very dangerous 
growing practice, and the risk-are all the 
greater with bogus tablets."" 

Some of the substances found in the 
counterfeit Quaaludes are PCP (angel 
dust), Valium, Benadryl, phenobarbital, 
caffeine, and aspirin, according to 
McCue, who explains that the intended 
effect of Quaalude is to put a patient to 
sleep. 


“Drug users get high by resisting the 
intended effect," says McCue, ‘and some 
of the side effects are confusion, decision 
problems, and lowered inhibitions. A 
common side-effect of Quaalude abuse is 
pregnancy, because the drug lowers 
resistance to unacceptable behavior. In 
combination with alcohol it can cause 
overconfidence behind the wheel while 
reflexes are almost nil,” 

‘The drug is intended only for bedtime 
use, and can bring psychological and 
physical dependence, fatigue, headaches, 
and in an overdose can cause delirium, 
convulsions, coma, shock, and death 

Citing a National Institute on Drug 
Abuse study on drug abuse trends, McCue 
points out that methaqualone-related 
emergency room visits rose some 50 
percent from 1976 to 1979, and the rate of 
increase in 1980 was escalating still more 
dramatically.

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All's fair in love for sneaky firefl

Who knows what evil lurks in the hearts 
of fireflies? 

After 18 years of study, Professor James 
E. Lloyd of the University of Florida has a 
pretty good idea. The entomologist has 
observed more than 100 species of fireflies 
— which aren't really flies at all but 
beetles of the family Lampyridae, He has 
learned a lot about what's being said when 
they blink the chemical lights in their 
abdomens 

When it comes to winning a mate or a 
meal, fireflies can sneak and cheat and 
sometimes even kill. In short, Lloyd has 


found, those insects with the comma-sized 
brains are capable of quite complicated 
behavior 
The Tender Trap 
Fireflies often speak in a visual Morse 
code, a pattern ‘of flashes that differs by 
species and by sex. A male flies around 
flashing his message — say, a half-second 
flash every six seconds — and looks 
toward the ground until he spots a 
correctly coded female response. What 
follows may be a ‘flash dialogue” before 
the lights go out for mating

But 
he admits it's a mystery how they avoid 
being eaten. 

Other fireflies have their own varieties 
of deceit. A male may interject extra 
flashes into a nearby male's pattern to 
break up a courtship dialogue, or flash in 
synchronism with him to trick a female 
into switching partners. A male may even 
mimic a female to throw a rival off the 
track,

But most 
females need no more than six minutes to 
emerge from their underground burrows, 
attract a male, mate, and get back un- 
derground 

“All these males are out there bunting 
and the females are only out for a 
moment,” he said. “In fact, the chances of 
being answered by a predator are greater 
than being answered by their own 
female.” 

Lloyd uses all sorts of equipment to 
unlock secrets of insect communication. 
“Thave what I call a ‘firefly gun’ — except 
when I travel on airlines,” he said. The 
instrument can read flashes of light and 
translate them into various high-pitched 
whistles for storage on a tape recorder. 
Back at the university laboratory in 
Gainesville, other instruments can use the 
tape to chart precise images of the flashes. 

Thermometers also are important 
because a firefly’s flash tempo goes up and 
down with the air temperature 

Even a pocket flashlight has its place in 
his work. "You can attract fireflies to your 
penlight,” he explained. “If a male’s 
flying overhead and you flash the right 
code, he'll come down and land in your 
hand.” 

To imitate a female firefly, Lloyd ad 
vises holding the penlight point-down 
against the ground, ‘‘so the light the 
firefly's going to see is what is leaking out 
around the edges."” 

Glowing for Science 

Lioyd studied fireflies in Thailand last 
year on a project supported by the 
National Geographic Society. The main 
target was Pteroptyx malaccae, a species 
that gathers in large, synchronously 
flashing groups on trees and bushes in 
lowland swamps. 

During the study, Lloyd saw evidence of

Fireworks 


July 3, 1979 three persons died when 
homemade fireworks exploded in the 
basement of a West Philadelphia, Pa., 
home; three explosions ripped through 
the structure. A few days later, a 16-year: 
old Texas youth died when his homemade 
firecracker exploded. 

What is being done to combat these 
fireworks related injuries and deaths? 

Working cooperatively, agencies at the 
local, state and federal level are enforcing 
prevailing laws governing the sale of 
illegal fireworks, and stepping up in- 
spections of contraband fireworks ex- 
ported to the U.S. or manufactured 
domestically by unlicensed firms. 

Some states have closed their borders to 
fireworks of any kind. Fifteen states have 
banned everything except the caps used in 
toy cap pistols; 14 states allow caps and 
sparklers, but prohibit everything else. 
The remaining 21 states have differing 
laws, but they essentially ban all 
fireworks-exegpt those which meet the 
requiréntents|df the'tedgral government. 

At tie’ national level, three Washington 
agencies are committed to reducing in- 
juries from fireworks accidents 

‘The Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco and 
Firearms in the U.S. Department of the 
Treasury has jurisdiction over the 
licensing of companies engaged in the 
production of explosives, including 
fireworks, Regulations cover all aspects 
of manufacture, security, personnel 
safety and storage 

The U.S. Department of Transportation 
regulates interstate transport of 
fireworks, including packaging, marking, 
labeling and placarding 

The U.S. Consumer Product Safety 
Commission regulates those fireworks 
that may be sold to consumers, including 
chemicals that may not be used, physical 
specifications, performance requirements 
and labeling. 

Consumer protection against dangerous 
fireworks became a federal responsibility 
in 1966 when Congress enacted the Child 
Protection Act. With that law, the so- 
called “blockbuster” fireworks were 
declared illegal. Cherry bombs, M-80 
salutes and the giant firecrackers con- 
taining more than two grains of explosive 
powder were banned 

In 1973, when the CPSC was established, 
fireworks safety became a priority. Three 
years later, fireworks safety was 
Strengthened further. In December 1976 
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the agency ruled that firecrackers sold to 
consumers could contain no more than 50 
milligrams of explosive powder; prior to 
that time, firecrackers could contain as 
much as 130 milligrams, almost 160 
percent more explosive powder. 

With the ~— clamp ~— down, 
fireworks—related accidents at first 
declined significantly, but are now on the 
rise, CPSC says. 

During the last year before the 1976 law 
took effect there were about 11,000 in- 
juries from fireworks. The figure declined 
to 8,200 in 197 when the new regulation 
took effect, and to 7,100 in 1978, but it rose 
to 8,100 in 1979 and to 9,424 last year. 

Product abuse appears to be the most 
frequent cause for fireworks injuries. 
CPSC's study in 1979 showed that over 60 
percent of the injuries from legal or 
illegal fireworks were due to produce 
misuse, not product malfunction. Fur. 
thermore, the malfunctioning fireworks 
were, for the most part, banned fireworks 
under the federal law. In those cases 
where malfunctioning legal fireworks 
were involved in accidents, the injuries 
were minor and did not often require 
hospitalization, 

For July 4, 1961, the federal law permits 
only the sale of Class C firecrackers 
which contain no more than 50 milligrams 
of explosive powder. Some state laws are 
more stringent. Among the other Class C 
fireworks permitted by federal law are 
fountains, roman candles, wheels, 
California candies, spike and handle 
cylindrical fountains, sparklers, toy 
smoke devices, helicopter-type rockets, 
party poppers and illuminating torches. 

State regulations vary, but here is the 
summary of prevailing laws; 

All Class C fireworks are allowed in 
Alaska, Arkansas, Louisiana, Mississippi, 
Missouri, South Dakota, Tennessee, 
Hawaii and Nevada, 

Some Class C fireworks as specified by 
the state authority are permitted in 
California, Kansas, Nebraska, New 
Mexico, Washington, the District of 
Columbia, Idaho, Montana, North Dakota, 
Oklahoma, South Carolina, Texas and 
Wyoming 

Sparklers and-or snakes only are 
allowed in Alabama, Colorado, Florida, 
Indiana, lowa, Kentucky, Maine, 
Maryland, Michigan, Oregon, Penn- 
sylvania, Utah, Virginia and Wisconsin. 

Some states ban all Class C fireworks, 
including sparklers. These states are 
Arizona, Connecticut, Delaware, Georgia, 
Illinois, Massachusetts, Minnesota, New

“The Highway death toll has always 
been so catastrophic,"" says the head of 
the Animal Protection Institute of 
America, “that the public is still largely 
unaware that cars which are standing still 
have a kill record that is absolutely 
astounding." 

"Sometimes they kill babies. More 
often, they kill pets, particularly dogs. 
They frequently leave an animal, which 
eseapes alive, with brain damage. And it 
all happens because of the summer heat.” 

For a decade now, API has recruited an 
ever larger force to go out on the streets 
of America in the summer, watching for 
animals who have been left in closed cars 
on hot days. A special notice, called the 
Hot Car Flyer, is posted on cars with pets 
inside. This notice gives emergency first 
aid instruction — and can leave the 
motorist highly ahashed. 

But the death of pets through 
carelessness, says API President Belton 
P. Mouras, can leave the family in shock 

In New Kensington, Pennsylvania, API 
member Irene Cupido has personally put 
out hundreds of the Hot Car Flyers and 
feels a bit better now because “in our 
area, there has been a ruling that the 
police may break a window to rescue an 
animal trapped in a car if the owner 
cannot be found." 

Unfortunately," says Mouras, “the 
police in many places don’t feel they have 
that leeway and it's possible for the 
animals to die while people are frantically 
trying to notify a car owner without 
forcibly opening the car. 

‘As part of its 1981 “Summer for the 
Animals” program, API is seeking to 
alert the whole country to the locked car 
problem. API's suggestion: Local and 
state humane laws shoyjd be looked at to 
determine the latitude for police or 
animal control officers to invade a car 
when animals are perceived to be in 
actual jeopardy. In any jurisdiction where

officers may feel they don't have the right 
to release animals, action should be taken 
to empower them, while preserving the 
“freedom from search” right that makes 
such car break-ins a touch matter. 
‘When an animal is in jeopardy through 
owner negligence,” says Mouras, “it 
generally constitutes a violation of state 
humane statutes, so we believe that in 
most cases there is a right to release the 
animals. But the community should be 
definite about it and not leave anyone in 
doubt."" Fairs and large public gatherings 
~ especially those beaches where pets 
are prohibited but bathers are allowed — 
seem to tempt owners to leave pets in 
locked cars when they would not or- 
dinarily do so. At the California State 
Fair, where heat prostration involving 
locked-up animals used to be a major 
problem, large signs indicating that the 
car owners would be prosecuted proved 
the final solution to a continuing problem. 

“No one is sadder than the owner who 
inadvertently kills his pets,” says 
Mouras, “but the killing power of the sun, 
especially on a day which seemingly ‘isn't 
that hot,’ is always being un 
derestimated." 

On API's flyer, counseling “Your Dog 
May Be Dying,” it says: “We understand 
you meant to be kind in taking your dog 
with you today but you could be risking 
his life. Ona hot summer day the inside of 
a car heats very quickly, On an 85 degree 
day, for example, the temperature inside 
your car — with the windows slightly 
opened — will reach 102 degrees in 10 
minutes, In 30 minutes, it will. go up to 120 
degrees. On warmer days, it Will go even 
higher. 

“A dog's normal body temperature is 
101.5 to 102.2 degrees Fahrenheit. A dog 
can withstand a body temperature of 107- 
108 degrees Fahrenheit for only-a very 
short time before suffering irreparable 
brain damage — or even death

PROGRAM ACTIVITIES 

Final details are being arranged with 
work and training sites and a full lineup of 
activities is expected. 

Traditionally, the primary activity of 
the summer program is work experience, 
where youth are paid by CETA funds for 
employment in established municipal and 
non-profit agency positions. Although 
many municipal worksites utilized in the 
past are not available this year due to 
Proposition 2%, no problem is anticipated 
securing a sufficient number of well- 
supervised, active positions. 

The CETA educational staff will be 
providing GED preparation classes for 
youth who have dropped out of school and 
Remedial Reading-English and Math 
classes for which academic credit may be 
awarded by local school systems. These 
classes will be scheduled for participants 
‘on a part-time basis along with employer 
at work experience site.

You can always 
request data, however, from a business 
which has no legal requirement for 
disclosure. 

A disclosure report must give the 
history and financial status of the seller 
and the cost to purchase and maintain the 
business. Product and service contracts, 
and cancellation policy must be provided. 
The report must also include a list of 
current owners so you can contact them. 

Before you purchase a business make 
several field inspections. Rely upon the 
actual income realized by present owners 
rather than earnings claimed in a 
Promotional brochure. Professional ad- 
vise from lawyers, accountants, and 
bankers is strongly recommended. Make 
comparisons and be sure you know what 
you are buying before you invest. Por 
more information call Consumer Affairs, 
One Ashburton Place, Boston, Ma.

Almost every scene ends 
in a miraculous escape for the hero in 
his quest for the sacred Biblical tablets 
of Moses hidden in the Ark of the 
Covenant 

Hero of the story is Indiana Jones, a

The role is certain to make a superstar 
of Harrison Ford, best known to movie 
audiences as Hans Solo in Lucas’ “Star 
Wars" epics. 

Perhaps the most curious aspect of 
“Raiders of the Lost Ark’ was its 
secrecy during almost a year of 
production with an expenditure of $20 
million 

Director Spielberg explained. “We 
didn't want an ABC movie of the week or 
a TV series beating us to the punch 

“It was very difficult keeping the 
picture under wraps. But shooting it in 
England, Tunisia, France and Hawaii 
helped a lot. It would have been a dif- 
ferent story if we'd shot it in Hollywood. 

“Actually, George (Lucas) came up 
with the idea for ‘Raiders’ about 10 
years ago. He postponed his plans! to 
make it when ‘Star Wars’ came along. 

“Then, back in 1977, just before ‘Star 
Wars’ was released, we were 
vacationing in Hawali and George told 
me about a series of adventure stories 
based on archeaology that he wanted to 
do 

“I thought it was a terrific idea but 
then I got busy with my own films. When 
we finally got together, we wrote the 
outline for ‘Raiders,’ based on George's 
treatment, in five days. 

“The structure was there and we put 
the icing on the cake. It was a lot of fun. 
We were yelling and jumping up and 
down. It has action, drama, the occult, 
romance, mystery, comedy and 
celestial overtones. 

“George and I tried to pretend we 
were four rows back from the screen in a 
theater with our feet up on the seats in 
front of us sharing a barrel of popcorn 
and a stack of Jujubes

Harnessing the sun's power. 


At Home 
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A home that produces its own electricity

On any morning, when the sun has risen 
high enough to stream through the win- 
dows of the Cambridge Alternative Power 
Company here, the music begins, The 

tune is “Edelweis,” which issues forth 
from a small acryliceovered music bax 
set in motion by the arrival of the light. 

In Florida, not far from the Kennedy 
Space Center at Cape Canaveral, a’ pot 
starts to perk within minutes of the 
morning sun's striking the south-facing 
rool, 
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What powers both the music box and the 
kettle is sungenerated electricity. A 
single solar cell, or photovoltaic cell, to 
give it its more technical name, generates 
the power for the music box while 5,800 
cells power the kettle, refrigerator, stove, 
air conditioner, and every other electrical 
‘appliance in the house on the grounds of 
the Florida Solar Energy Center. 

Solar cells are solid-state devices that 
generate electricity when struck by light. 
‘The brighter the day, the more electricity 
is produced, even in the wintertime. So, 
even on a bitterly cold, but clear winter 
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day, the solar cell remains an effective 


While the music box is an interesting 
conversation piece and a valid example of 
yet another way in which the sun's energy 
might be tapped, the three-bedroom, two- 
bath Florida home provides a full-scale 
example of a system that should become 
economically feasible late in this decade 
and commonplace in the 1990's. 

Already, with funding from the 
Department of Energy, (DOE), some 
residential buildings (as distinct from 
institutional ‘experiments, such as the 
FSEC house) are being fitted with solar 
cells that will generate the bulk of the 
household's electrical energy needs. They 
will be used to monitor photovoltaics 
under normal, everyday, lived-in cir- 


One of the first, in Carlisle, Mass., has 
_ 1,850 square feet of living space (dining 
room, living room, kitchen, den, 3 
bedrooms, and 2% baths) and is currently 
“for sale on the open market A 1,000- 
square-foot array of photovoltaic cells, 
mounted onto racks and set on the roof, 
will provide some 86 percent of the 
electricity - or 9,500 kilowatt hours a year 
needed to power this large home. 

In @ sense, then, the space-age 
technology of generating electricity 
directly from sunlight has finally come 
down to earth. As yet, the problem 
blocking mass consumer use is the initial 
installation cost - about $100,000 for the 
powerful system on the Carlisle home. 
But, because of the progress made since 
solar cells were first developed to power 
spacecraft and the promise of continuing 

progress, many forecasters consider 
photovoltaics will compete with con- 
ventional power generation before this 
decade is out. 

‘A $100,000 installation such as this could 
price out at perhaps $7,000, they suggest. 

Some optimistic DOE forecasts suggest 
this might come about as early as 1984 
Speaking to public utility executives in 
California last year, Paul Maycock, 
branch chief in the Department of 
Energy, publicly predicted that 
photovoltaics will be cost-effective (when 
subsidies and tax credits are considered) 
by 1984, and by 1986 purely on the basis of 
comparative costs, 

Others consider this a too-optimistic 
view, but there is general .confidence 
within the industry that the target will be 
met by the decade's close. 

Even now, in remote areas far from 
powerlines, photovoltaics is considered 
competitive with home diesel generation. 


‘Sandra Dickson, on Monhegan Island off 
the coast of Maine has proved that. With 
no utility-supplied power, the island's 
residents, for the most part, rely on diesel 
powered generators to meet their needs. 
But not Ms. Dickson She draws all the 
power she needs for house lights, the TV 
and stereo from a small system that cost 
$2,400 to install before tax credits. 


These are some of the advantages 
photovoltaics can offer the nation 


—Solar cells promise vast energy 
savings. Individual homes will generate 
the bulk of their electrical power needs. 
On a large-scale such home-power 
generation could save up to 10 percent of 
the nation’s energy bill and may well 
eliminate a need for additional nuclear 
power plants 

—Solar cells are energy efficient. Little, 
if any, of the electricity generated on the 
roof of your house will be lost before it is 
used to power your vacuum cleaner, 
washing machine, blender, or range. In 
contrast, only 29 percent of the energy in 
fossil fuel used to generate electricity 
reaches your home as usable energy. 
Some 71 percent, a quite unacceptable 
level of waste, is jot in conversion, trans- 
mission, and distribution. 

—They are pollution free. The wide- 
spread use of photovoltaics would 
dramatically lower the nation’s pollution 
Joad, reducing burned-fuel emissions from 
coal: or oil-burning plants and radioac- 
tive-waste accumulation from atomic 
power plants 

—They have a proven track record both 


produce some 10 kilowatt-hours more a 
day. This means that while the: New 
England home would produce between 80 
and 90 percent of its annual needs, a 
similar Southwest home would produce 
more than it would need over a year. 


Even the New England home would 
produce more electricity at noon on a 
bright day that it could ever use “even 
with every electrical gadget on high," 
says Steven J. Strong, whose Solar Design 
Associates of Lincoln, Mass., designed the 
experimental home. 

‘What it is to be done with the excess 
electrical power? It must either be stored 
in batteries or in spinning flywheels so 
that it can be used after dark or on 
heavily overcast days. Or, and most 
conveniently, the electricity can be “sold” 
to the local utility. The simplest way todo 
this is to have the meter run backward. 

On a recent visit to the Florida solar- 
cell home the meter was doing just that - 
running backward. As @ Florida Solar 
Energy Center technician put it; “There 
is nothing like seeing the electricity bill 
being reduced before your eyes to 
stimulate enthusiasm for photovoltaics."’ 

“What we have here is the potential for 
@ full-scale revolution in energy 
production,"’ Mr. Strong contends. 


Ultimately, it could mean utilities would 
concentrate more on storage and re- 
distribution than on generating electric 
power. Already, some utilities are looking 
into the possibility of installing photo- 
voltaic systems on homes, drawing their 


income from the rental of these systems. 
Meanwhile, both in the US and Japan, 
what are being described as “break- 
throughs" have taken place in the 
manufacture of conventional single- 
crystal solar cells and in a substantially 
different method, known as the ‘thin film’ 
technique. These advances suggest that 
the target dates for competitive home- 
produced electricity will prove realistic. 


Footnote: A few days before the ac- 
cident at the Three Mile Island atomic 
plant in Penneylania, a Harvard professor 
bought one of the sun-powered music 
boxes for his wife. Thencame the accident 
which left the wife deeply depressed.

crime prevention has grown in the past 
decade as both police and citizens witness 
the problems caused by insular attitudes 
and community indifference in cities and 
suburbs. Crimewatch programs, which 
use tactics such as walking watches and 
encourage reporting of suspicious ac- 
tivities, are championed as a worthy 
solution by law enforcement officials and 
participating communities. Statistics on 
the effects of more than 20,000 crime 
watches around the country are sketchy, 
but most experts report that the lasting 
programs are a success. 

“Tt has really made an impact," says 
Betsy Lindsay, former organizer and 
director of a community crime prevention 
program in Seattle. She is now in 
Washington, D.C,, working with a national 
project focusing on problems such as 
arson. “After the program started in 
Seattle, there was a decrease in burglary, 
and an increase in reporting from 
eyewitnesses and victims,” she says. 

Ron Steger of the Law Enforcement 
Assistance Administration concurs. “It’s 
result-oriented," he says, noting that 
crime has decreased by more than 50 
percent in some crime-watch com 
munities. 

Most programs are aimed specifically 
at neighborhood burglary or vandalism, 
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prevention techniques can apply to other 
crimes as well. When police departments 
provide crime analysis, neighborhood 
meetings can offer prevention in. 
formation on problems such as auto theft, 
rape, or fraud. 

The St, Botolph Street effort has had an 
effect on this small community. Besides 
starting neighborhood walks, the 
association has done projects such as 
painting house numbers on buildings. 
distributing safety tips to each home, and 
improving street lighting. Crime has 
diminished. 


“We'd like to think it has something to 
do with the involvement of the citizen 
group,” says Lt. Albert Sweeney of the 
Boston Police Department 

There are other facets to neighborhood 
watches. Along with a concerted effort to 
keep an eye on one another's property, 
neighbors learn to watch for vehicles 
unfamiliar to the neighborhood. Some 
areas have a citizen's band system to 
report crime to police. 

Some areas offer home security checks 
Local police or trained volunteers visit 
homes and point out where a burglar 
might be able to enter. They offer tips to 
improve security. Property identification 
programs are also useful. Burglars often 
think twice about stealing valuables 
engraved with identification numbers. 

“If you apprehend someone while the 
engraved numbers are still on the item 
then he’s in trouble,” says Bernard L. 
Gorda, director of the National Neigh: 
borhood Watch Crime Prevention 
Program, sponsored by the National 

heriff's Association. “And if he tries to 
remove the numbers, the person buying it 
can often tell it's stolen 

Do burglars and vandals actually avoid 
crime-watch areas? The issue is 


unresolved 


“There have ben some controversial 
reports," Mr. Gorda says. "Some hoods 
say it does make a difference. Others 


# claim that nothing would stop them. But 


common sense says watches do help. 

A burglar interviewed in the Seattle 
area gives credence to this viewpoint, 
according to Betsy Lindsay. He said that 
window stickers noting property was 
marked or valuables that actually were 
marked do make a difference 

“But his overriding concern is being 
watched by people willing to report him, 
she says. “There are ways to destroy 
numbers or locks, but the indication that 
the area is being watched is a real 
threat. 

Do crime watches drive crime from one 
area to another? Ms. Lindsay doesn't 
think they have to. The Seattle program is 
done on a citywide basis and has been 
closely monitored. 

“Crime didn't move into an area that 
was nonprogram," she insists. “It was 
stopped." 

Boston's Lieutenant Sweeney agrees 
that it is possible to stop crime, but adds 
that it might move elsewhere. 


“If the watch is a universal 


phenomenon (in a city), it only stands to

neighborhoods, there will be what I call 
the jello effect. If you push in here, it 
bulges out somewhere else. 

The road to effective community 
watches has not always been smooth 
Cooperation between citizen groups and 
police is necessary - but not ‘always at 
tainable. Some police departrfents worry 
thaf citizens will deluge then with false 
alarms or try to tell the police how to-do 
their job, This concern is usually dispelled 
once the program starts 

The Seattle crime prevention program 
was first headed by a police captain and a 
civilian worker. Although now ad 
ministered strictly by civilians, it is part 
of the Seattle Police Department. 

“It was very important to have that 
linkage, that level of support, from the 
start,” Betsy Lindsay says. "Throughout 
the years, the police have been able to 
give us crucial information on crime 
problems, security training, the expertise 
of a locksmith. And they've let our staff 
ride with officers in neighborhoods being 
organized." 

But police also worry about the specter 
of vigilantism. No one wants citizens 
playing “cops and robbers." Stephanie 
Pendleton, who helped organize the St 
Botolph walking watch, stressed that her 
group is passive. 

“We carry flashlights and air horns, 
she says. “If there is something major 
we make noise to try to scare the persor 
away. But we try to sneak away and cal 
the police if we see someone breaking in. 

She admits that some volunteers would 
like to take a more active role in ap 


prehending suspicious persons. In some § 


neighborhoods, people accuse watches of 
trying to keep out strangers for 
discriminatory reasons. 

Resistance fades as groups prove their 
worth. Boston's Lieutenant Sweeney 
points out that the St. Botolph walking 
watch is quite helpful 

There have been a couple instances of 
handbag snatches where the watch has 
gotten in touch with us immediately and 

ted in the chase and apprehension,” 
says. “In the case of a break-in, the 
watch has been helpful in tipping us off 
and locating people who were around at 
the time apd who might have seen 
something. 

The life span of a community watch is 
often short. When a crime problem arises, 
the community ' galvanizes and works 
together. When it is solved, it must work 
to maintain the program. Some experts 
point out that the group should have more 
than one focal point, such as local politics.

Getting dedicated leadership for a 
community crime prevention program is 
crucial. Will Rykert, who formerly

“Neighborhood watches can work, but

Steamed clams, 


hearty chowder

When warm weather comes to coastal 
Maine, it means dandelions and fid- 
dlehead greens, the return of the 
screeching ospreys and the great blue 
herons on Penobscot Bay. 

On the mudflats of Hancock and 
Washington counties, the lonely winter 
clam digger Is joined by his summer 
companions, and ‘the horizon is dotted by 
the croquet wicket curve of the clam 
diggers’ silhouette. 

Maine clams have been written about 
since the early days of the Pilgrims who 
wrote about the new land with,"‘the bay 
full of lobsters and mussels and‘clams at 
the very door all winter long.” 

‘Those first clams were undoubtedly 
cooked much the same as the way 
Mainers like them today, steamed until 
the shells open to release the goodness of 
broth and the clam, But it wasn't long 
before the famous New England chowder 
was to follow, 

Chowders went through several changes 
during the early years with recipes in the 
old cookbooks hinting sometimes at spices 
added to the broth and many recipes with 
no milk or cream. 

But for many years now the essential 
ingredients remain the same - clams, salt 
pork, potatoes, onions, and milk. The 
proportions will vary slightly depending 
on which Mainer you talk to about these 
family recipes that have been handed 
down from generation to generation. 

T chatted about chowder with several 
lady clam-shuckers in Steuben, Maine, all 
from the same family - sisters, cousins, 
and daughters-in-law. 

Each had her own variation, But in the 
case of this family of chowdermakers, all 
agreed that a bit of evaporated mil is 
needed to thicken the chowder. 

Some used only evaporated milk, others 
used half evaporated and half fresh and 
still others used just a touch of the 
evaporated with the fresh. 

One ingredient the chowder does not 
have, of course, is tomatoes. Tomatoes go 
in Manhattan Clam Chowder, but most 
Mainers don’t even recognize it as 
chowder at all 

In fact, Maine people dislike the idea of 
tomatoes in chowder, so much that a 
decade ago the Maine Legislature in- 
troduced a bill to outlaw forever the 
mixing of clams and tomatoes 

In restaurants here the most popular 
clam dish is fried clams, Some of the best 
I've ever had were at the Rusty Anchor 
restaurant on Route I, a little south of 


‘The clams are crisp and crunchy on the 
outside, soft and chewy inside, The secret 
is the timing of the young chef, Sharon 
Moore, who until a couple of years ago 
was a waitress at the restaurant, but 
decided that cooking was more fun. 

She dips the clams in milk, then rolls 


them repeateaty in a clam fry mixture, 
From what I've been able to determine, 
this is a mixture of flour and cornmeal 
and very little seasoning. Her greatest tip 
is to make sure the mixture stays on the 
slippery little clam, and this takes 
repeated rolling in the mix. Then quickly 
into the hot oil they go, and the moment 
they float to the surface, they're dipped 
out, and dashed to the customer. 

For those with a spirit of adventure and 
a love of authenticity, there is nothing like 
an old-fashioned clambake outdoors on 
the beach. Robert Tristram Coffin has 
written one of the best descriptions of this 
in his description of a clambake with the 
Abenaki Maine Indians, 

“The Abenakis and I cook clams in the 
open, under the whole high blue summer 
sky, under the blazing sun, and with the 
wind snowed with a thousand seagulls. It 
is on a bay where the whitecaps come 
rolling in from Spain, where bayberry 
leaves and fir needles scorch in the sun 
and mackerel-hawks are going over like 
white arrows, that clams are to be cooked 
and eaten at their best."" 

Then follows more of the same, as the 
poet and clam lover in Tristram Coffin 
takes flight. Even for more prosaic folks, 
clams cooked outdoors in this fashion are 
the ultimate. 

There are, of course, other less simple, 
and at the same time less complicated 
ways of using the delicious mollusk. Clam 
Hash is a favorite in these parts. 


Clam Hash 

2 medium onions, chopped fine 

6 tablespoons butter 

1%4 cups diced cooked potatoes 
2.cups minced freshly steamed clams 
Salt and pepper 

6 bacon slices 

4 tablespoons grated Parmesan 

Melt butter in a large skillet and saute 
onion gently until soft. Mix potato, clams, 
salt, pepper to taste. Add to onions and 
press down with a spatula, Cook about 10 
minutes or until a brown crust forms on 
the bottom. 

Meanwhile, fry bacon until crisp and 
crumble it, When hash has browned on the 
bottom, turn it with the spatula, mixing in 
some of the crust. Press down again and 
cook a few minutes. Top with grated 
cheese, sprinkle with bacon, and cover 
tightly for a minute to let cheese melt. 

‘The cheese isn't absolutely necessary. I 
prefer the hash without the cheese. 

‘An unusual soup made with clams: 


Watercress Clam Soup 

4 medium potatoes, peeled, diced 
2 medium onions, finely minced 
2 tablespoons butter 

1 quart clams, steamed 

1% cups water 

1% cups clam liquor 

1 cup cream or rich milk 

Salt and pepper 

2 egg yolks, beaten

Peel and dice potatoes, and cook in 
water to cover until tender. Drain and 
force through fine sieve. Saute onions in 
butter, Steam clams in kettle with % cup 
water, shell and chop very fine.

Combine sauteed onion, potato puree, 
and minced clams, mix thoroughly. Add 
potato water, clam liquor, and cream and 
heat thoroughly. 

Remove course stems {rom watercress, 
chop leaves very fine or pound in mortar. 
Remove soup from fire, add to egg yolks 
carefully, stirring constantly, add cress. 

This recipe has been used for years by 
Maine seafood festivals around the state 


Clam Puffs 
1 tablespoon melted butter 
Legg 
1 cup milk 
‘ teaspoon salt 
1 tablespoon baking powder 
1% cups flour 
1 pint shucked fresh clams 

Beat egg and add melted butter and 
milk. Sift baking powder and salt with 
flour, add to egg and milk mixture 
Squeeze out black area from clams, grind 
clams and mix with batter. Make into 
balls the size of a walnut. Fry in deep fat 
Makes a delightful hors d' oeuvre.

ROME (UPI) — American tourists in 
Europe this summer are discovering 
more than Old World charm, ruins of 
ancient civilizations and other 
traditional attractions. They're finding 
bargains again. 

From London to Athens, the American 
tourist's dollar is climbing in value, and 
that means cheaper prices on just about 
everything 

Rome is now one of Europe's best 
dollar values. Americans are buying 
fine leather goods on the Via Condotti or 
period antique pieces on the torch-lit Via 
Coronari for last year’s prices, and 
sometimes even lower. 

“Not only did we come here for the 
food, flora and fauna, but also to take 
advantage of the better (dollar ex 
change) rate,” said Jo Burr, a 
vacationing travel agent from 
Milwaukee, Wis. 

‘The dollar has appreciated against the 
Italian lira by 30 percent in the past 
year, a factor that has more than 
overcome the nation's 20 percent in- 
flation during the same period. 

Americans are now paying $2.72 for 
that cool glass of orange juice on the 
fashionable Via Veneto, that cost them 
$3.85 last year. A pair of Gucci loafers 
now costs $85 instead of the $95 of 12 
months ago and Valentino suits start at 
$240 instead of $300. 

With the dollar the way it is, we're 
buying what the Italians make best 
leather goods and clothes," said Mrs 
Jean Hastings, of Madison, Wis., as she 
walked along the swank Via Condotti 

But the dollar's strong performance 
does not stop on the cobblestone shop- 
ping streets of Rome. Tourists visiting 
Paris, Munich, Madrid, Vienna and 
London are finding bargains as well 

In France, the dollar has reached its 
highest point in 23 years. Its buying 
power helps take some of the sting out of 
paying the equivalent of $82 per person 


for a memorable meal at Maxim's. 

“Now in Paris, you don't have to 
worry about getting hit over the head 
when you buy something,” said Tom 
Ward, a student from Kansas City 
University, 

‘The bullish dollar is making vacations 
in Spain more popular than ever. 
Americans can spend hours in Madrid's 
Prado museum for the same price as 
year ego. 

“Spain is easily one of the best buys 
for Americans this summer,” Marsha 
Richwine, a Los Angeles resident, said 
as she admired the El Grecos in the 
Prado. 

In Athens, a meal with wine and fruit 
at Xynos now costs $7 per person, the 
same price as a year ago, But American 
tourists renting cars in Greece are now 
paying the equivalent of $5.69 for a U.S. 
Ballon of gasoline instead of $5.85 of last 
year — cheaper, but still no bargain by 
American standards. 

The dollar has risen in value 28 per- 
cent against the West German mark 
over the past year, and tourists who 
cannot pass up a taste of home can enjoy 
a MacDonald's Big Mac hamburger for 
‘$1.57 compared to $2.00 a year ago. 

The record-breaking dollar is 
delighting Americans in Austria 
‘Thanks to the dollar's 30 percent ex. 
change increase over last summer, 
more Americans are expected to admire 
the snow-capped Alps and to crowd 
animated rathskellers than ever before. 

In Vienna, Americans can sleep in a 
single room, in any luxury hotel, for $30 
Jess than last year. The better rate also 
lets them splurge on a second helping of 
Sacher torte “mit schlag" (chocolate 
cake with whipped cream) 

The dollar has driven the British 
pound into a tailspin, knocking it below 
$1.93 for the first time since November 
1978. This has sent Americans flocking 
to London and its posh Bond Street 
shopping area

“Grey water" can help your garden grow 


By Peter Tonge 


In Berkeley, Calif, there is an 
organization called the Farallones 
Institute Those who run the place refer to 
it as “the Integral Urban House.” In 
simple terms it's an inner-city “farm” 
that produces much of its food needs 
through intensive gardening and keeping 
chickens, fish, and bees. 

The key to its remarkable success is the 
way it recycles waste. Carrot tops feed 
the chickens, chicken manure feeds the 
cabbages, and that sort of thing. Even the 
beehive is situated at one end of the fish 
pond so that dead bees, regularly 
removed from the hive by other bees, fall 
into the pool to feed the fish. 

Naturally, the home's gray water is 
recycled in the garden, And it is this six 
years of experience in the reuse of waste 
water that is particularly pertinent in 
these times of dry-weather forecasts. 
Already, water restrictions have been 
imposed in some areas, and the threat of 
future restrictions faces many more 
communities 

Gray water is the term used to refer to 
all water used in a household other than 
the toilet. It is the water that drains from 
your bathtub or shower, the kitchen sink 
or dishwasher, and the washing machine 
As a matter of interest, the term given to 
the water from the toilet is black water. 

How safe is gray water in your garden? 
‘The answer is, fairly safe, particularly in 
humus-rich soil - soil in which a good deal 
of organic matter has been incorporated. 
But it does have its drawbacks, notably its 
high-sodium content, derived from the 


detergents and soap that are used 
—e—————

Sodium tends to break down soil struc: 
ture, reducing its ability to drain and 
breathe properly. Sodium buildup in the 
soil can turn it alkaline, which makes it 
more of a problem in the West than in the 
acid-soil East. Gray water can also cause 
leaf burn if accidentally splashed on 
leaves. 

The Farallones Institute suggests that 
good garden loam can safely accept up to 
half gallon of gray water per square foot 
each week. Well-drained, sandy soils can 
accept more; heavier clay-type soils, 
somewhat less. Do not give gray water to 
newly transplanted seedlings 

If you plan to use gray water, there are 
steps to improve its acceptability in your 
garden: 

—Use soap wherever possible, because 
Soaps ,are generally lower in sodium 
content than detergents. Gentle soaps are 
preferred to heavily scented soaps and 
those that contain lanolin 

—Avoid detergents with “‘softening 
power.” Water softeners are high in 
sodium. Bleach should be cut from your 
Washing schedule, and any additive 
containing boron is unacceptable. 

—Ammonia is preferred to scouring 
powders that contain chlorine. 

—Avoid excessive use of soaps or 
detergents. More isn't necessarily better 
for your dishes or clothes, and it certainly 
isn’t better for your garden.
